Claims 1-7, 9-14 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Japanese Patent 7-40645 in view of Lee et al 2003/0062334 and 

either of Dreyer-877 (see page 3, left, line 65 through page 3, right, line 66; page 4, 

right, lines 35-75) or Dreyer -659 (see col. 8, lines 19-48; col. 9, lines 9-19). 

Japanese -645 and Lee et al are applied for reasons of record as set forth in the first 

office action, the references essentially lacking the aspect of drying the polarizing light 

material. As pointed out in the first office action, such was submitted to be conventional 

in the art and the references to Dreyer have been supplied to back up this well known 

statement. 

2. Applicant , s arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant has noted that the previously applied rejection lacked the aspect of drying the 
polarizing material applied to the base. As pointed out in the first rejection, such is 
nothing but conventional in the art. To back up the well-known statement, the 
references to Dreyer have been applied, such clearly showing that it is known to dry 
polarizing inks after they have been applied to a surface. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented 
in this Office action.
